License Deadline 
Two Weeks Away 

All L. M. Restaurants 
To Have License 
By Nov. 23 

Seventy-five per cent of the 
work has been done by the Lower 
Merion Board of Health in put- 
ting into effect the new state law 
regarding the licensing of eating 
and drinking establishments in 
.Lower Merion. 

According to Robert J. Thomas, 
township health officer, all eat- 
ing and drinking establishments 
in the township will be licensed, 
either regular or temporary, by 
November 23. which ends the six 
months period of grace following 
the signing of the bill on May 23. 
this year. 

With the increased number of 
requirements for these establish- 
ments, considerable work must be 
done by a majority of restaurants 
and bars in the township in order 
to pass inspection by the health 
department. 

"There are some establishments 
which have decided to cease oper- 
ation". Thomas said, "because pro- 
prietors feel that the amount of 
work which would have to be done 
would be too expensive and not 
worth while". 

During the past few weeks mem- 
bers of the health department 
nave been covering the township 
familiarizing the business owners 
with the new regulations, point- 
ing out the changes which must 
be made in order to receive a li- 
cense, which is being required by 
the State for the first time. 

Thomas said that most of the 
establishments would be able to 
meet all requirements and either 
have or will receive their regular 
license before the deadline. 

"There are others." he said, 
"however, that will have to open 
for business with a temporary li- 
cense". The reason for this were 
that many places have so many 
things to do to meet the require- 
ments that not enough time re- 
mains before deadline for the work 
to be completed. Shortage of 
building materials and labor were 
given as the chief reasons for the 
delay. 

The Board of Health is at pres- 
ent working on a plan to facili- 
tate the examination of all food 
handlers in the township called 
for by a township amendment, 
which replaced the State law re- 
cindld by the State. 

Tentative plans call for examin- 
ation by physicians under an 
agreement with the Board of 
Health, the expense for which 
must be borne either by the em- 
ployer or employee. The plans ex- 
pect to be completed shortly.

Wynnewood Boy Watches Plane Crash 
Killing Pal Who Had Come to Visit Him 



A life-long friendship in Lower 
Merion has ended in tragedy with 
the death of Lt. Ward Kane, 
TJSAAF. son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas L. Kane, 22, 734 Beacom 
Lane. Merion, who was instantly 
killed in a plane crash at Guiuan, 
Samar. Philippine Islands, on Oc- 
tober 25. 

The news was first received by 
his parents on November 3 in a 
letter from William F. Floyd. RT 
2/C. USNR. of Wynnewood, who 
is stationed at the camp. The 
two boys had been friends since 
grade school. Lt. Kane, who was 
stationed with the 13th Air Force 
at Puerta Princesa, Palawan. 500 
miles East of Samar, had request- 
ed the mission in order to see 
Floyd. 

The two boys went to Lower 
Merion High School together and 
one Summer went West and spent 
their vacation together on a 
ranch. 

When the accident occurred 
that afternoon. Radar Technician 
Floyd had just left the plane after 
going as a passenger on a mission 
with Lt. Kane at the controls. The 
alternate pilot had just taken over 
on a mission to spray DDT over 
the camp. The co-pilot failed to 
clear a hill at the end of the air- 



strip with the B-25 and crashed 
into the hill. 

All seven men in the plane were 
killed instantly. It was thought 
that one engine failed, preventing 
the heavy plane from reaching a 
safe altitude. 

Lt. Kane was graduated from 
Lower Merion High School, class 
of 1942. after playing on the 
championship basketball teams of 
'41 and '42. He then attended 
Deerfield Academy. Deei -field, 
Mass.. until February, 1943, when 
he entered the infantry. After 
eight months he was one of four 
boys who passed exams for the air 
coips. 

He received his lieutenant's 
commission at Frederick, Okla- 
homa in September '43. While 
training with his crew at Green- 
ville Army Base. South Carolina, 
he broke his ankle which pre- 
vented his going overseas with his 
group. He went to the Pacific in 
July of this year, arriving in time 
to participate in the last mis- 
sion the last day of the war. 

Besides his parents, he is sur- 
vived by a sister, Mary Lou and a 
brother, Robert. 

Floyd, son of Mrs. F. N. Flyod, 
222 Almur La.. Wynnewood. is still 
stationed at Samar.

Kirk, Lansdale, Republican, and 
Michael .J. Mullen, North Hills, 
Democrat, were formally elected 
to that office. Kirk's total vote 
was 46,746 and Mullens 15,925. 

Prior to the election, leaders 
were looking forward to about a 
30 per cent turnout and few haz- 
arded a guess beyond 35 per cent. 
But the 45 per cent exodus in 
Montgomery, and the situation in 
nearby localities, gave Republican 
leaders bright hopes for the fu- 
ture. 

While Republican Party leaders 
had reason to be exhuberant. 
there also was some chest extend- 
ing insofar as the Democrats were 
concerned. Figures of the Regis- 
tration Commission show that the 
total Democratic enrollment in 
the County is 27.274. More than 
half that number of Democratic 
\otes were cast yesterday 'for Pro- 
thonotary candidate Walsh whose 
total county vote was 15,508. 

Much of this was due to the 
activity in Pottstown where num- 
erous local candidates running 
with the endorsement of Demo- 
cratic Chairman Raymond K. 
Mensch and with the aid and 
power of the PAC behind them 
were swept into office. The Demo- 
crats also swept East Greenville 
into their column. 

The election was marked by 
several upsets or near upsets. In 
Abington. where everyone felt 
mere was little interest except in 
the township's $1,300,000 sewer 
loan, which voters approved. 
voters of the North Hills district 
came up with a surprise in the 
defeat of Charles B. Marks for

contest, 427-350. 

A tota.1 of 243 military ballots 
were among the votes cast In 
Tuesday's election, according to 
Chief Clerk Calvin W. Rigg of 
the County Board of Elections.

Postpone Start of New Health 
Plan To Examine All Students 



The State Department of 
Health has granted the Lower 
Merion School Board permission 
to postpone enforcement of the 
new State health act which re- 
quires medical and dental exam- 
inations of all elementary and 
high school pupils. 

Until next year when the new 
system will be inaugurated P. A. 
Dubois, superintendent of Lower 
Merion schools, said that the old 
health program would be con- 
tinued. 

Among the reasons for post- 
ponement is that the State re- 
quires each examination recorded 
on a special form and these forms 
have not been received in suffi- 
cient quantity. DuBois said that 
to date he had received only 200 
forms. 

Another reason given for thtf 
delay is that there is a scarcity 
of doctors to conduct the exam- 
inations for the price which the 
State has designated. 

Another angle is that there is 
some doubt throughout the State 
as to the constitutionality of the 
new health act in providing the 
expendtiure of public school funds 
for examination of students in 
private and parochial schools. 

The solicitor for the Lansdowne 
School District rendered an opin- 
ion that the new health act was 
unconstitutional and illegal and 
has appealed to the Attorney 
General for a ruling. The Stai-e

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Department of Health, which has 
charge of administering the 
health program, has also ques- 
tioned the legality of the act and 
referred It to the Attorney Gen- 
eral. As yet, no decision has been 
handed down on the matter. 

For the past 20 years schools in 
the township have had a very ex- 
tensive health program and ac- 
cording to DuBois. the State De- 
partment of Health has com- 
mended Lower Merion on having 
the best health program in the 
State. 

DuBois pointed out that the 
health program in township 
schools is more complete than the 
program which is outlined in the 
State Health Act. 
I For years Lower Merion has re- 
I quired medical examinations of 
all students in the township 
• schools which were done l>y phy- 
sicians employed by the school 
district. The health act only re- 
quires that students of alternate 
grades be examined plus all 
teachers and employes. 
I During the past four years 
! there has been much expansion in 
j the dental work. Today there are 
j two dental hygienists who cio 
i dental work in the school districts 
! and four clinics are held each 
week for students in the ele- 
imentary and junior high scho61s. 
Prior to the expansion program 
I there was only one dental hygien- 
I ist and only two clinics per week 
for pupils in the elementary 
schools. 

The big difference in the two 
programs is that only students in 
the public schools were taken care 
of by the school district under the 
old program, whereas the Stat? 
now includes children in private 
and paroohial schools.

Wynnewood, having raised 100.5 
per cent of its quota, is the first 
Lower Merion district to reach and 
pass its quota for the United War 
Chest. 

The businessmen from Bala- 
Cynwyd and Bryn Mawr also went 
cvei the top of their quotas this 
week. The business district group 
of Bala-Cynwyd Heights has rais- 
ed over twice their quota reaching 
208.3 per cent while the business- 
men from Bryn Mawr topped their 
quota with 107.8 per cent.

Again as Chester High 
Visits Pennypacker Field 

Coach Mattis Not Crying Blues Although Two 

Intercepted Passes Beat Maroon After 

Norristown Is Outplayed 

Lower Merion High's football team lost to Norristown, 
21 to 13, last week . . . but, surprisingly, Coach Dick Mattis 
admitted this week he was "pleased with the team's perform- 
ance." 

"At least. I'm as pleased with it>. 
as you could be of any team that 
Inst a game," he hastened to qual- 
ify the statement. "We outplayed 
Norristown throughout the game, 
rolling up 14 first downs to their 
seven, and only lost out through 
a couple misdirected passes. 

"Norristown intercepted three of 
our passes and converted two of 
them into touchdowns. But in all 
Parry Scott tossed 26 forwards 
and completed 13 for a .500 per- 
centage. And that's par in any 
league." 

Meanwhile. Mattis revealed that 
Lor. Shephard, the sophomore fire- 
ball back from Bala-Cynwyd, prob- 
ably will not play Saturday after- 
noon when Lower Merion meets 
Chester at Pennypacker Field. 

Shephard has been handicapped 
by a charlie horse, induced by a 
bruised thigh, and saw little ac- 
tion against Norristown. Guard 
Ed DiPaolo returned to the line- 
up after being sidelined several 
weeks with a shoulder injury, but 
immediately sustained a knee 
ailment and may again be shelved. 

Chester's highly-regarded eleven 
is enjoying one of the best seasons 
in years. The Delaware countians 
conquered Radnor, 18-0. and up- 
set Upper Darby. 12-0. They last 
only to Norristown. by 12-0. And, 
if comparative scores may be be- 
lieved, the Mattismen will again 
be cast as underdogs Saturday. 

Mattis, employing the T forma- 
tion for the first time this year, 
revealed the system takes time to 
develop. "At that, we've got a 
good offensive," he pointed out. 
"We've probably scored as many 
points as any team in the Suburbs. 

"But the other team always 
manages to score plenty on us," 
the Merionite mentor added. 

Norristown turned two pass in- 
terceptions into victory after Low- 
er Merion had fashioned a 13 to 7 
lead in the third quarter.

But Norristown, after scoring 
on three plays in the second per- 
iod, pulled it out of the fire when 
Bill Steiner raced 58 yards in the 
third quarter and Charlie Hood 
fled 60 yards in the fourth.
